BAFCA (Build Affordable Faster CA) is writing to urge the San Francisco Board of Supervisors to pass 
Resolution #210543, “Urging Passage of California State Assembly Bill No. 816 (Chiu) - State and Local 
Agencies: Homelessness Plan.” AB 816 (Chiu) seeks to ensure that local governments and relevant state 
agencies are held accountable for addressing homelessness by requiring goal-based action plans subject 
to enforcement by the Inspector General. 


Build Affordable Faster California (BAFCA) is a regional and state advocacy and action project of the 
Tenants and Owners Development Corporation (TODCO), a nonprofit community-based community 
development corporation in San Francisco’s South of Market Neighborhood (SoMa) since 1971. We are 
committed to supporting legislation locally and statewide that creates pathways to more affordable 
housing and strengthens the safety net which supports the health, safety and well being of all 
Californians. We are committed to work with local and statewide governments to tackle our 
homelessness crisis. 


In a statewide poll by David Binder Associates for BAFCA of likely voters released on Friday, a stunning 
98% of Californians identify homelessness as as a serious crisis in the Golden State.

Currently, state and local governments lack a mechanism to hold each other accountable for reducing 
homelessness and as there is not a clear and coordinated strategy for responding. City by city, local 
homeless and business advocates have litigated against jurisdictions for what they see as a dire lack of 
urgency and response to a homelessness crisis. 


AB 816 creates a plan of action to reduce homelessness by 2029 and it does this by requiring each state 
and local governments to assess available resources and gaps in services to address homelessness and 
develop an actionable plan with benchmarks to reduce homelessness. This bill also creates the Office of 
the Housing and Homelessness Inspector General within the Department of Housing and Community 
Development (HCD) who monitors the implementation and progress of these state and local action plans 
and ensures that technical assistance is provided to state and local agencies to comply with actionable 
plans. 


Finding solutions to homelessness is disproportionately falling on our central cities. While San Francisco 
is making some strides in tackling homelessness with 1,730 additional people in hotel rooms and up to 
260 in sanctioned encampments as of April 2021, there are counties across our state that are far behind 
on their response to homelessness and some that are outright oppositional to local solutions. The 
bottom-line is the status quo is not working and homelessness must be addressed at a regional and 
statewide level. AB 816 will ensure that local governments and state agencies are accountable to 
collectively finding solutions to the homelessness crisis.

Advocates for Empowerment Renews Call for City Attorney to Settle Lawsuits Delaying Proven And 
Urgent Homeless Solutions in San Francisco 


If not, and if SCOTUS overturns the “Boise Ruling” this summer, the inevitable outcome one day will 
be mass “internment” camps for many thousands of homeless Americans in our Nation’s cities — even 
San Francisco! 


Advocates for Empowerment, the advocacy arm of the non-profit TODCO Group based in San Francisco’s 
South of Market, today renewed their call on City Attorney to David Chiu (copy of letter this date 
attached) and all parties in litigation over San Francisco’s homeless policies to restart negotiations and 
find the end to ongoing and future lawsuits to reach a fair settlement that assures decent lives for the 
homeless and quality of life of all City neighborhoods. 


“Lawsuits and politics are standing in the way of proven and compassionate solutions to San Francisco’s 
homeless crisis. We need all sides in litigation to get back to the table, and stay there, until we have 
reached a fair settlement that will allow us to focus on working together to address the humanitarian 
crisis on our streets,” said A4E President John Elberling. 


“There are people dying on our streets nearly every night. There is no excuse for all parties not to be 
talking night and day until this lawsuit is settled and both sides agree on a fair compromise. 


“Nobody should expect to get everything they want. That’s not a negation. Both sides will have to give 
up a lot to find a compromise. But the people of San Francisco have the right to expect their elected 
officials, starting with their elected City Attorney, are providing the civic leadership today’s crisis 
demands, and working in good faith to reach a settlement that will bring thousands of people off our 
streets and into safe and decent and safe shelter,” said A4ECA President John Elberling. 


A4ECA’s Amicus Curiae brief filed today (copy attached) with the US Supreme Court lays out the 
unstoppable “race to the bottom” to a dystopian American future that would follow overturning the 


federal courts 2015 “Bosie” ruling: 


If this Court overturns Johnson, the practical result will be that any city or state in the country can 
criminalize the basic human acts of sleeping and resting when one is poor and unhoused and has no

alternative but to do so in a public space. Despite rhetoric espousing “compassion”, many American 
cities will then do exactly that: they will enact statutes making it illegal to sleep or rest on public 
property. Even those cities that do not want to pass such legislation will be pressured to do so or be 
faced with an influx of homeless persons from other jurisdictions who are fleeing such laws. 


It is already illegal for homeless persons to sleep or rest on private property. Therefore, in places like 
Grants Pass, which have inadequate (or zero) shelter beds, there will be nowhere for unhoused persons 
to sleep unless the city provides them some form of shelter. 


However, the harsh reality is that American cities have limited financial resources and can never 
possibly afford to provide enough shelter for this nation’s 800,0000 unhoused. All people must sleep. 
Therefore, unhoused persons will be forced to break the law by sleeping in public, which will then 
result in their incarceration. 


Because jails and prisons are already full, the in- evitable outcome will be mass internment camps for 
the unhoused, akin to refugee camps that currently exist in other countries:

And while technically, the homeless will be “able to leave” these camps, as a practical matter there will 
be no other city or county or state for them to go to where they can sleep and exist legally. For the San 
Francisco Bay Area, the apocalyptic outcome that will likely follow the repeal of Johnson is thus an 
ever- growing series of “resettlement camps", or whatever euphemistic name is adopted, at county 
properties such as San Francisco’s County Jail in San Bruno. 


Within a short period of time, California and other western states will thus slide into an unending 


nightmare, with a substantial fraction of their population subsisting as a serially interned nomadic 
underclass without any hope, and with even less of a future or a home.

Thank you all for getting this convo re-started. 

Attached are background materials for our work with the Chronicle: a draft article, slide show and talking points, and my 
very rough financial pencil outs (Whitney, feel free to laugh at my attempts - or give feedback!!!) 

The exercise began with a conversation with the Chron SFNext editor about potential of a public bank or municipal finance 
corporation to finance or partially finance with minimum subsidy workforce housing. | was modeling 40 year loans at 3% to 
3.5%, on par with 40 year inflation averages. The key was having high enough rents (I modeled average rents at about 
95% AMI to still be at least 20% below market rents in a soft market, lower rents for small units and higher rents for 
multiple income-earner units) and keeping operating costs similar to affordable housing developments by getting a property 
tax welfare exemption. 

| brought in Eric Tao, Alex Lantsberg, and Rebecca Foster to further the idea, and the concept evolved to more 
immediately available project revenue bonds. The challenge became our current bond interest rates, which have 
skyrocketed from their lows of 4% up to 7-8% - necessitating greater per unit subsidies, but still far lower than low-income 
housing. 

The other two big issues were: 


1. Mechanism for getting the tax exemption, whether we needed state legislative change to raise welfare tax 
exemption limit from current 80% AMI to 120% AMI, whether this could qualify under a separate "charitable use" 
section (ie, would have to be led by a nonprofit), or whether the projects could be city-owned to have the tax 
exemption, and 

2. An agency to issue the bonds, whether an existing agency (PHA, OCII) could be repurposed for this, or need to 


create a new agency (HIFA), or partner with a regional bond-issuer (the BAHFA). 
To deal with higher interest rates, we also considered the possibility of an AMI "slider," - projects initially renting at a higher 
AMI when rates are higher, or lower initial rents when rates are lower, and possibly refinancing at a lower rate in the future, 
which would allow us to lower rents upon re-rental. We also talked about possibly mixing market-rate units with the 
affordable. | was less interested in this for a variety of reasons: harder to make the case for tax exemption, public land 


should be for pubic good, etc. There could be a case made for projects basically following the RHNA goals of 60% 
affordable to 40% market. After the article came out, we got an email from these guys 

(https: //opportunityhousinggroup.com/) who are doing 33% workforce projects throughout California, but have had a hard 
time getting green light in the big cities. This is somewhat similar to the Maryland social housing model that folks have 
been talking about. Again, not what I'd really like to see, but proof that developers were pulling off some kind of workforce 
product, at least when interest rates were lower...

Board of Supervisors Hears The SOMA Community And Votes To Protect Sixth Street And Fil-Am 
Residents From Gentrification! 


Last night the Supervisors voted 8-3 to uphold an Appeal of the Environmental Impact Report for the 
495 unit 27 story “Monster On Sixth Street” 469 Stevenson market rate housing project proposed by 
Build Inc. This effectively overturns the City Planning Commission's approval of that project in July. 


The Board heard and agreed with SOMA community organizations” realization that a massive project like 
that, which would introduce an entirely new up-scale “gentry” population into a longtime low-income 
largely BIPOC community, would be the beginning of the end for these current residents 


In particular, the half-dozen Sixth Street residential hotels now master leased by the City, such as the 
Seneca Hotel, to house formerly homeless residents would be put in high risk of being rehabbed and 
taken “up market” for young Tech workers by their private owners when those leases expire. And 
especially the Mint Mall building on Mission Street next to the almost completed 5M development and 
just across Jessie Alley from the proposed project — the home to over 100 Filipino-American households 
for decades — would become a prime target to be bought by “investors” and “flipped,” causing those 
residents to be displaced too legally via “reno-victions” and replaced with more young professionals as 
well. 


The Appeal was filed by the Yerba Buena Neighborhood Consortium, the legal action arm of SOMA’s 
TODCO Group. SOMA’s leading community groups — United Playaz, Westbay Pilipino Multiservice 
Agency, South of Market Community Action Network, and SOMA Pilipinas — all supported the Appeal, 
along with neighbors United To Save The Mission. 


A key legal issue was the project EIR’s complete failure to consider seismic safety issues at all, even 
though the project’s site is located on the edge of the pre-Gold Rush SOMA marshlands. Developer Build 
Inc. at the last minute admitted they did not plan to drive piles to firm ground 50+ feet below the 
surface. Because the EIR totally left out an evaluation of earthquake risks, the Planning Commission 
could not legally require a pile foundation when it approved the project, even though it too had 
concerns. 


The 8 members of the Board in support were strong in their determination to protect the Sixth Street 
and Filipino-American communities. Supervisors Peskin, Preston, and Melgar were especially passionate 
in the debate, challenging the assumptions of the Planning Department that high-income market 
housing development does not accelerate the gentrification of lower income neighborhoods. 
Supervisors Chan, Mar, Ronen, Mandelman, and President Walton joined in support with equal 
conviction. 


The SOMA community’s hope is that this crucial site, now a parking lot, can be acquired for future 


affordable housing development. That is what Sixth Street, our communities, and our City need the 
most, and this is a perfect location to do it.

As you may recall i was a member of the first TAC that drafted the current IH ordinance in 2017-18 
and much engaged in the approved (68%) 2016 Proposition C ballot measure that lead to it. i?m 
unable to participate in the current second TAC process to consider updating the IH ordinance.

Agencies: Homelessness Plan.” AB 816 (Chiu) seeks to ensure that local governments and relevant state 
agencies are held accountable for addressing homelessness by requiring goal-based action plans subject 
to enforcement by the Inspector General. 


Build Affordable Faster California (BAFCA) is a regional and state advocacy and action project of the 
Tenants and Owners Development Corporation (TODCO), a nonprofit community-based community 
development corporation in San Francisco’s South of Market Neighborhood (SoMa) since 1971. We are 
committed to supporting legislation locally and statewide that creates pathways to more affordable 
housing and strengthens the safety net which supports the health, safety and well being of all 
Californians. We are committed to work with local and statewide governments to tackle our 
homelessness crisis. 


In a statewide poll by David Binder Associates for BAFCA of likely voters released on Friday, a stunning

Currently, state and local governments lack a mechanism to hold each other accountable for reducing 
homelessness and as there is not a clear and coordinated strategy for responding. City by city, local 
homeless and business advocates have litigated against jurisdictions for what they see as a dire lack of 
urgency and response to a homelessness crisis. 


AB 816 creates a plan of action to reduce homelessness by 2029 and it does this by requiring each state 
and local governments to assess available resources and gaps in services to address homelessness and 
develop an actionable plan with benchmarks to reduce homelessness. This bill also creates the Office of 
the Housing and Homelessness Inspector General within the Department of Housing and Community 
Development (HCD) who monitors the implementation and progress of these state and local action plans 
and ensures that technical assistance is provided to state and local agencies to comply with actionable 
plans. 


Finding solutions to homelessness is disproportionately falling on our central cities. While San Francisco 
is making some strides in tackling homelessness with 1,730 additional people in hotel rooms and up to 
260 in sanctioned encampments as of April 2021, there are counties across our state that are far behind 
on their response to homelessness and some that are outright oppositional to local solutions. The 
bottom-line is the status quo is not working and homelessness must be addressed at a regional and 
statewide level. AB 816 will ensure that local governments and state agencies are accountable to 
collectively finding solutions to the homelessness crisis.

RE: Plan Bay Area 2050 Approvals 
MTC and ABAG Commissioners and Staff: 


Do not approve Plan Bay Area 2050 as proposed. Despite its lofty goals, PBA2050 as now 
constituted will in fact result in the disappearance of the Bay Area’s lower-income/working 
class/minority BIPOC Central City communities and the market-driven displacement of 
hundreds of thousands of their long-time residents. Many will be forced out of the Bay Area 
entirely. 


Housing is a human right. Affordable housing for all the people of the Bay Area is their human 
right. That was the commitment of the National Housing Act of 1937 that still remains 
unfulfilled today, 84 years later. That must be the commitment of PBA2050. This is Social 
Housing, housing that all low/moderate/middle income households can afford. But it can only 
be accomplished with the full commitment of the local, state, and federal funding that it will 
take. Without that, PBA2040 is nothing but an empty shell full of empty promises. 


And the once-unimaginable economic/social disaster of Homelessness that is overwhelming 
many of our communities — and leaving tens of thousands of our residents destitute and 
desperate each day — must be ended conclusively within the next 10 years. 


There are multiple approaches to delivery of Social Housing. But for-profit private sector 
development is not one of them. Market economics can no longer magically meet the needs of 
all Americans for affordable homes via some imaginary ‘trickle down’ economics that no longer 
exist in the 21* Century. Yet that is the fatally flawed premised of this PBA2050. 


Thus, Plan Bay Area 2050 is a “plan” that in fact is designed to fail. 


To actually provide a blueprint for Social Equity, Social Justice, Smart Growth, and 
Environmental Sustainability for the future of our Bay Area, PBA2050 must: 


e Include now a real, fully detailed plan to fund the tens of thousands of housing units and 
temporary facilities needed to end Homelessness in the Bay Area within 10 years. 


e Mandate 100% Jobs/Affordable Housing Balance for all large scale future commercial 
development in all Bay Area counties. San Francisco’s 2020 Proposition E was the first 
step towards this goal in the Region. It must be mandated throughout the Bay Area, 
starting with the upcoming Oakland Downtown Plan, and expanded to include the now 
booming development of biomed facilities Region-wide too. 


e Exempt all identified Central Cities “Communities of Concern” from the designated 
Priority Development Areas and any State mandated up-zonings unless and until really 
affordable housing for ALL their lower-income and working class residents is already 
assured and in place. PBA2050’s mere promises of un-guaranteed and un-required 
affordable housing for Communities of Concern without clear land use policies that de- 
commodify land and housing — and instead include adequate and committed funding for 
the affordable housing — are clearly not realistic. 


e Transform the hundreds of wasted square miles of surface parking lots for office parks 
and shopping malls throughout the Region into medium-density new residential districts 
to meet the Bay Area’s market housing needs - without disrupting the neighborhood life 
of existing communities. 


e Mandate a minimum of 10% inclusionary housing now for middle-income households 
everywhere in the Bay Area, gradually increasing to 24%, matching San Francisco’s 
approved 2028 legislative commitment, by 2050. 


e Mandate that no less than 50% of new housing developed on publicly owned property 
will be affordable for lower and middle-income households or Teacher Housing. 


Please also be reminded for the record that the proposed Final Environmental Impact Report 
for PBA2050 is itself legally insufficient to meet the requirements of CEQA. It fails to evaluate 
Project Alternatives that may well be environmentally superior and would certainly be socially 
and ethically superior. In particular, the “Equity, Environment, and Jobs Alternative” of the 
PBA2040 — which was NOT adopted as the approved PBA2040 Plan — is completely omitted and 
discarded from any consideration at all as an Alternative in the PBA 2050 FEIR.

469 STEVENSON STREET PROJECT UDPATE — WITH THE FACTS 


Development industry supporters of the proposed massive 469 Stevenson market housing project and 
their political allies have launched a propaganda campaign against TODCO’s successful Board of 
Supervisors appeal of the project's environmental impact report on October 28". Their completely 
biased propaganda is filled with falsehoods and omits essential facts and circumstances about what 
happened. 


e A factual basis for the Board’s upholding of the EIR appeal against the project was that its EIR 
completely excluded evaluation of the project’s potential seismic vulnerability as a “potentially 
significant” environmental impact despite the fact it is located in an area of well-known soil 
instability and increased earthquake risk, the historic SOMA marshlands. 


e As a result of this omission, the community could not demand and the Planning Commission could 
not require a pile foundation as a condition of project approval if it had wanted to. 


e Asaresult, the current project design for the proposed mammoth 27 story building still does not 
have a pile foundation. 


e This all occurred in the context of ongoing grave seismic issues with another high-rise on filled land 
in SOMA, the Millennium “leaning tower.” Such concerns are not hypothetical. 


e The project developer only proposed the bare minimum of City-required affordable housing units 
for the project — 73 on site units and a City housing fee payment for the balance required. The 
other 429 proposed units would be market rate. Thus the actual affordable units at the project site 
would be only 15% of the total new units. There are no extra affordable units actually proposed to 
be built anywhere at all in conjunction with the project, and any statements to the contrary are 
falsehoods. 


e The rents for 28 of those affordable units in the proposed project would be set at 80% of median 
income-affordable levels or higher, as required by City regulations, which is now $1,709 per month 
for a studio and $1,914 per month for a one-bedroom apartment, as if renter incomes were $85- 
$95,000 per year. 45 would be set at 50% of AMI, with rent of $768 per month, still assuming an 
income of $47,000 per year. This is absurd. SOMA and Tenderloin SRO residents cannot possibly 
afford rents this high. The 469 Stevenson project, even the affordable units, is not for them and 
never will be. 


e The only definite community benefit proposed for the project is $600,000 in grants to community 
groups supporting the project. The rest are minimal, already required by the City, or hypothetical.

e The proposed project is financially infeasible today, because San Francisco market housing rents 
have dipped, construction costs have soared, and the location is next to ‘skid row.’ The developer 
has admitted they have no project financing. The proposed project is not “real.” 


e Three years ago the developer rejected a compromise offered by TODCO that would turn over 
about 1/3 of the project site closest to Sixth Street, the minimum parcel size needed for an 
affordable project, to the Mayor’s Office of Housing for future affordable housing development, 
with a market housing project on the other 2/3 of the site closer to Fifth Street. The market 
project’s housing fee, including the affordable site’s land cost, would equal the normal City 
requirement overall, no more. That was all. Needed new community facilities could also be 
included on the ground floor of the future affordable housing. 


e That is the same no-extra cost compromise approach that was approved five years ago for the 
controversial “Beast On Bryant” project in the Mission. As a result, both the market housing and 
the affordable housing next door have been built there and are now completed. 


e Such a compromise project could include about 330 market units and 100 affordable units — still a 
very large 430 unit total development of the current parking lot site that would have full 
community support. 


e The resulting compromise development of the project site would be 23% affordable, 50% more 
than the 15% proposed now. 


e The Sixth Street neighborhood with its many SRO’s is the last low-income community in SOMA 
after decades of gentrification. It is vital to protect it from the relentless market rent pressures 
surrounding it on all sides. A 100% affordable supportive housing development on the part of the 
469 Stevenson site next to Sixth Street will do that. And it will provide vital new housing affordable 
for very-low income SRO and homeless SOMA residents that the proposed 469 Stevenson project 
would not. 


e The project Appellant, TODCO, will still agree to this compromise 1/3-2/3 project. 


e The City would select the future nonprofit affordable housing developer. TODCO does not seek that 
job, or any other community benefits funding from the project, and would not apply for it. 


These are facts and realities, not propaganda. The 469 Stevenson parking lot site offers a wonderful 
opportunity for genuine SOMA mixed-income housing development at large scale that really does 
meet the needs of today’s vulnerable low-income SOMA communities and protects and enhances, 
rather than threatens, the future of our last low-income SOMA Sixth Street neighborhood. 


The real problem is a stubborn developer who has refused to work with longtime SOMA community 
organizations to achieve such a compromise for both a successful market housing project and an 
importantly better future for our Sixth Street neighborhood. 


And ... thanks to the insight and community-responsiveness of our Board of Supervisors a month ago to 
uphold the Appeal, that mutually-beneficial path forward is still open.

Supervisor Peskin intends to offer non-substantive amendments to Item 20 on today’s agenda, 
summarized below: 

SEC. 41G.3. POLICIES AND PROTOCOLS TO PROTECT OCCUPANTS OF RESIDENTIAL HOTELS.

Hi all, 

For those who don’t know me, I’m Nate, a new aide for President Peskin. 

Wanted to flag for you all something about SB 1227, which Wiener, introduced yesterday. The bill 
exempts projects from CEQA in downtown San Francisco, but also creates new property tax 
exemptions and seems to again redefine affordable housing. 


A few initial observations: 
1. It’s not really about housing projects. 
From the press release: “Many housing projects in San Francisco will likely soon 
become exempt from CEQA review under SB 423, a landmark housing law 
Senator Wiener authored in 2023. However, SB 423 applies to projects that are 
at least 2/3 housing. SB 1227 extends its new CEQA exemption to mixed use 
projects that contain some housing, but do not meet the 2/3 threshold 


necessary for SB 423.” 

2. The bill extends the state’s non-profit property tax exemption to for-profit developments if 
they provide housing up to 120% of AMI and 10% below market rate.... (see :section (h(i) in 
blue) amending the state Revenue and Tax Code: 

e The property exemption includes the following definition of affordable housing (h) 
(A)(i): 
“(i) (1) That there is an enforceable and verifiable agreement with a public agency, a 
recorded deed restriction, or other legal document that restricts the applicable project’s 


usage and that provides that the units designated for use by moderate-income 
households are continuously available to, or occupied by, moderate-income 
households.” (No time period indicated) 
And that 
“rents charged are at least 10 percent below the fair market rent for the City and County 
of San Francisco, as determined by the federal Department of Housing and Urban 
Development”

Honorable Supervisors: 


The elders of our Yerba Buena Neighborhood are very alarmed. We all live inside the lock-down APEC 
security zone. 


Despite many months leading up to this mega event the city has done no proper planning at all to, first, 
learn about, and second then plan for, the logistical needs for access and services for the 2000 seniors 
living in the 8 residences in YBC neighborhood (diagram attached). No one ever reached out to us in 
recent months. This is totally inept. This needs to be done ASAP. 


The practical issues that need to be addressed and made to work include: 


e  Paratransit services access to the front doors (or alternative back door location) for each of the 
8 senior residences and the Steppingstone Adult Day Health Center on Mabini Street. 


e  Taxi/rideshare access to the front doors (or alternative back door location) for each of the 8 
senior residences throughout the day for residents” necessary trips to other locations in the City, 
especially those with mobility impairments. Very, very few own a car. And also for family 
resident pick ups/drop offs. 


e 24 hour access to the 8 residencies for all building staff (more than 100 workers), and for chore 
workers and other in-home support service providers. 


e No delays to meal lunch program food delivery access to several meal sites (so cooked food 
won't get cold — going to Pier 27 first cannot work) and Meals on Wheels access throughout the 
day. 


e While most deliveries, service calls, move-ins/outs, etc etc. for the 8 residences can be 
rescheduled to avoid APEC there will be exceptions. 


e Well over half of the seniors are Chinese elders, so bi-lingual assistance is necessary at all access 
points. 


In general, procedures that may work for the residents of the condos and apartment buildings in the 


area, which seems to be the current City/Secret Service approach, will not suffice for the special 
circumstances of the elderly and their supportive residences. Without careful advance planning, and

continual on-site information sharing with our staff and residents, many will find themselves in house 
arrest for days. 


And during APEC there has to be a single designated city contact we can call for real-time problem 
solving when something comes up. 


Who’s in charge of all this on the city side?? We don't know, no one has told us. Someone needs to be 
responsible and accountable.

Given that only 29 of 538 CA municipalities are in full compliance with RHNA requirements (a mere 5%) (Most 
cities still falling behind affordable housing mandate, state numbers show — Orange County Register 
(ocregister.com)), I believe that the drastic Builder's Remedy could constitute an arbitrary government act. A Writ 
Of Mandamus is a legal action that can be brought, among other purposes, to prevent enforcement of an arbitrary 
government act. However, I am not steeped in this area of the law and can only suggest this avenue. 


A Writ Of Administrative Mandamus is available to challenge an agency’s adjudicatory decisions when an agency’s 
hearing decision is final and the decision maker has discretion. At a glance, these conditions would seem to be met 
re RHNA. Further, "arbitrary" or "oppressive" are applicable standards for review, which seem appropriate for a 
massive determination affecting thousands of people that is arbitrarily enforced against one municipality but not 
against all others. (For further review, here are helpful articles: Judicial Review of Rulings by California 
Administrative Agencies (uclawsf.edu), Writ_of Administrative Mandamus.pdf (sandiegolawlibrary.org).)

469 STEVENSON STREET PROJECT UDPATE — WITH THE FACTS 


Development industry supporters of the proposed massive 469 Stevenson market housing project and 
their political allies have launched a propaganda campaign against TODCO’s successful Board of 
Supervisors appeal of the project's environmental impact report on October 28". Their completely 
biased propaganda is filled with falsehoods and omits essential facts and circumstances about what 
happened. 


e A factual basis for the Board’s upholding of the EIR appeal against the project was that its EIR 
completely excluded evaluation of the project’s potential seismic vulnerability as a “potentially 
significant” environmental impact despite the fact it is located in an area of well-known soil 
instability and increased earthquake risk, the historic SOMA marshlands. 


e As a result of this omission, the community could not demand and the Planning Commission could 
not require a pile foundation as a condition of project approval if it had wanted to. 


e Asaresult, the current project design for the proposed mammoth 27 story building still does not 
have a pile foundation. 


e This all occurred in the context of ongoing grave seismic issues with another high-rise on filled land 
in SOMA, the Millennium “leaning tower.” Such concerns are not hypothetical. 


e The project developer only proposed the bare minimum of City-required affordable housing units 
for the project — 66 on site units and a City housing fee payment for the balance required. The 
other 429 proposed units would be market rate. Thus the actual affordable units at the project site 
would be only 13% of the total new units. There are no extra affordable units actually proposed to 
be built anywhere at all in conjunction with the project, and any statements to the contrary are 
falsehoods. 


e The rents for those 61 affordable units in the proposed project would be set at 80% of median 
income-affordable levels as required by City regulations, which is now $1,709 per month for a 
studio and $1,914 per month for a one-bedroom apartment, as if renter incomes were $85-S95,000 
per year. This is absurd. SOMA and Tenderloin SRO residents cannot possibly afford rents this high. 
The 469 Stevenson project, even the affordable units, is not for them and never will be. 


e The only definite community benefit proposed for the project is $600,000 in grants to community 
groups supporting the project. The rest are minimal, already required by the City, or hypothetical. 


e The proposed project is financially infeasible today, because San Francisco market housing rents 
have dipped, construction costs have soared, and the location is next to ‘skid row.’ The developer 
has admitted they have no project financing. The proposed project is not “real.” 
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e Three years ago the developer rejected a compromise offered by TODCO that would turn over 
about 1/3 of the project site closest to Sixth Street, the minimum parcel size needed for an 
affordable project, to the Mayor's Office of Housing for future affordable housing development, 
with a market housing project on the other 2/3 of the site closer to Fifth Street. The market 
project’s housing fee, including the affordable site’s land cost, would equal the normal City 
requirement overall, no more. That was all. Needed new community facilities could also be 
included on the ground floor of the future affordable housing. 


e That is the same no-extra cost compromise approach that was approved five years ago for the 
controversial “Beast On Bryant” project in the Mission. As a result, both the market housing and 
the affordable housing next door have been built there and are now completed. 


e Such a compromise project could include about 330 market units and 100 affordable units — still a 
very large 430 unit total development of the current parking lot site that would have full 
community support. 


e The resulting compromise development of the project site would be 23% affordable, almost twice 
the 13% proposed now. 


e The Sixth Street neighborhood with its many SRO’s is the last low-income community in SOMA 
after decades of gentrification. It is vital to protect it from the relentless market rent pressures 
surrounding it on all sides. A 100% affordable supportive housing development on the part of the 
469 Stevenson site next to Sixth Street will do that. And it will provide vital new housing affordable 
for very-low income SRO and homeless SOMA residents that the proposed 469 Stevenson project 
would not. 


e The project Appellant, TODCO, will still agree to this compromise 1/3-2/3 project. 


e The City would select the future nonprofit affordable housing developer. TODCO does not seek that 
job, or any other community benefits funding from the project, and would not apply for it. 


These are facts and realities, not propaganda. The 469 Stevenson parking lot site offers a wonderful 
opportunity for genuine SOMA mixed-income housing development at large scale that really does 
meet the needs of today’s vulnerable low-income SOMA communities and protects and enhances, 
rather than threatens, the future of our last low-income SOMA Sixth Street neighborhood. 


The real problem is a stubborn developer who has refused to work with longtime SOMA community 
organizations to achieve such a compromise for both a successful market housing project and an 


importantly better future for our Sixth Street neighborhood. 


And ... thanks to the insight and community-responsiveness of our Board of Supervisors a month ago to 
uphold the Appeal, that mutually-beneficial path forward is still open. 
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Thanks, Peter.

the city to pay the PI tax (or the developer or the tenants, or any combination). This 
would further encumber the feasibility, but could be worth modelling? At that point it 
would go to the big property tax pot at the state and some portion of it would come back 
to the city and SFUSD (via ERAP). 

My question - could 80% AMI projects be feasible? Welfare Exemption- Govt Code 


214(g)(2)(iv) states that for CLTs, the annual income of residents can increase to 140% 
AMI and still get welfare tax exemption, as long as it was initially certified at 80% AMI. 
Could it be feasible to build housing financed be revenue bonds only for people at 80% 
AMI in order to get the welfare tax exemption. 

It still seems worthwhile to pursue the creation of this program so that the tools are available, 

in the event that one of these options is possible re: property taxes. | am working on the 

revenue bond portion now, again input / phone calls , finding a time, welcome (315-560-9558). 

Other creative ideas also welcome.

Honorable Supervisors: 


We have just received a copy of the October 20" Mid-Market Coalition letter of support for the 469 Stevenson Project. 
Unfortunately we must advise that the “commitments” for community benefits by Build Inc. stated in that letter are, at 
best, token gestures. And at worst they are disingenuous or simply bogus. 


Here are the specifics, with first the “commitment” and then the facts: 


1) Community Spaces. The community will gain much-needed accessible community spaces 
on the project's ground floor at 469 Stevenson Street. The project sponsor dedicates two ground 
floor spaces at below-market rent for community-serving retail and community spaces. We 
intend to use the spaces for community programs and promote community-serving local 
businesses that would otherwise not have access to retail spaces in SOMA. We believe that 
these space allocations would make the proposed building more accessible to current 
community members and help promote an inclusive local community. 


There are just one or two small retail storefront spaces in the Project, totaling about 5,000 sq ft. This is not a significant 
amount of space, and worse, the future “below market rent” is not specified. Given that current market rents in SOMA 
are at least $40/ft/yr, that BMR rent could still be too high to actually be affordable for any community organization. 


2) Community Programming Fund. The project sponsor donates $578,700 to a Community 
Programming Fund to benefit resident-led projects and organizations in SOMA and Tenderloin 
The Community Programming Fund would help ensure the sustainability of resident-led projects 
and organizations and fund programs that promote community, public safety, sanitation, and 
resident wellness. 


This is a small amount for such a large project, a token gesture. The organization that would hold and distribute the 
funds is not identified. There is no deadline set for making it. 


3) Local Employment. The project sponsor agrees to work in conjunction with OEWD 6th 
Street Employment Program to develop employment programs for the local residents of SOMA 
and Tenderloin residing in 94103 and 94102 zip codes. 


This is disingenuous. The developer would have to do this anyway under current City policies. 


4) Impact assessment. The project sponsor agrees to fund an independent impact 
assessment/study to evaluate the extent of the construction impact, including impact to social 
equity, ivelihoods, health, and the general SOMA population. This impact study will help inform 
current and future community programming.

This is also disingenuous. There is no actual $ amount stated. There is no scope of the study. There is no identified way 
to use the results. There is no deadline set to fund it. It’s pure window-dressing. 


5) Architecture and Public Art. The project sponsor agrees to continue its partnership with the 
community as the project design moves forward and to fund $250,000 to support public art and 
public realm projects at 469 Stevenson that recognize the Filipino community's history, culture, 
and contributions. 


This is simply a pitch to the Arts Commission to direct the Project's required public arts fee to that goal. But that would 
already be required anyway. 


6) Affordable Housing. The project sponsor agrees to make commercially reasonable best 
efforts to negotiate a lease and purchase options for the Helen Hotel, backstop 12 months of 
rent, and fund the rehabilitation of the ground floor of the Helen Hotel for the Urban Rest and 
Sleep Center. The project sponsor also agrees to work with our coalition and MOHCD to 
redirect relevant impact fees to 967 Mission Street. Finally, the project sponsor agrees to donate 
the land located at 59 6th Street to be developed into an affordable housing project. We believe 
that these efforts will benefit the most vulnerable of our communities, including seniors, people 
with disabilities, and people in the lower tiers of the area median income 


First, the Helen Hotel on Turk Street is a very small SRO with less than two dozen residential units. The developer has not 
committed to buying it, simply to secure an option. Since the Project’s housing fees CANNOT be used to buy existing 
housing (a legal requirement of the fee ordinance is the fees must fund new housing only), the developer is not 
committing any actual additional funds of its own to its acquisition except to pay the rent for its first 12 months of a 
master lease. Thus it is disingenuous to imply that the developer is providing any additional affordable housing beyond 
the requirement of City ordinances. MOH would have to fund any future purchase of this hotel. 


Second, funding renovations for the small ground floor retail space in the Helen Hotel is a token amount at best. 

Third, proposing to donate the tiny 2,000 sq ft parking lot at the corner of Sixth and Stevenson Street for future 
affordable housing is disingenuous, since this parcel is much too small for actual cost-effective affordable housing 
development. And MOH does not accept parcels this small, with a 10,000 sq ft minimum required instead. 

Fourth, the developer is well aware, as noted above, that the housing fees required of the Project CANNOT be used to 
buy or renovate existing housing, period. For that reason, a “commitment” to “work with” anyone to help stabilize the 
Mint Mall building at 967 Mission Street — the Filipino-American community asset that is the most directly threatened by 
the gentrification pressures that would result from the 469 Stevenson Project — with those fees is TOTALLY BOGUS! 

We support the Appeal of the 469 Stevenson Project’s FEIR and urge the Board to reject that EIR.

Please find attached our Amicus Curiae Brief submitted this date to the United States Supreme Court 
urging the upholding of the amended opinion in Johnson v. City of Grants Pass, 72 F.4th 868 
(9th Cir. 2023) submitted this date. 


To be as direct as possible, it is past time for the City to reach a compromise settlement of the ongoing 
litigation and entrenched legal conflicts between the City and the Coalition On Homelessness to resolve 
the multiple real world challenges of homelessness in San Francisco for our entire City. That is the true 
civic leadership demanded of your office today. If not the legal battles will never end, no matter the 
outcome of this pending “Boise Ruling” appeal. If not cynical unworkable political stratagems, such as 
the recent Prop F ballot measure, will continue to be advanced rather than realistic do-able measures 
with the essential support of all. And worst, if not, our City will descend further into bitter division and 
enmities over this most difficult issue that will poison our City’s necessary and urgent civic progress 
forward. This is what we propose for consideration to all concerned: 


UNTIL HOMELESSNESS ENDS IN AMERICA SAN FRANCISCO HAS TO FIND THE COMPROMISE WE CAN ALL 
LIVE WITH 


e Dueling Ballot Measures and Endless Litigation Will Never Solve The Problem. The City must 
negotiate a mutual Settlement Agreement between the City and homeless advocates to move 
forward faster. 

e There must be reasonable limits on the locations, the size, and the duration of homeless 
camping in the city. 

e  Criminalization and Incarceration of the homeless will always fail and make the problem even 
worse at the highest cost. Proposition F can never work and must not be implemented. 

e State programs for conservatorships and expanded treatment centers must be given a chance 
to work, and then improved based on experience. 

e The quality of life in our neighborhoods must always be protected first. 

e While at the same time, the basic needs of life for the homeless must also be assured, more 
mobile bathrooms, storage lockers for vital personal goods, provision of essential supplies, and 
expanded shelters, all with assigned neighborhood monitors. 
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e Harm reduction and treatment is vital to save the lives of the addicted, because the War On 
Drugs has failed for 50 years and can never succeed. 

e San Francisco needs 4000 more living units for our homeless residents. 

e All City affordable housing programs and funding must be more prioritized to build 2000 of 
these housing with the necessary support services ASAP. 

e While that is underway the City must provide 2000 “tiny homes” in villages, real communities 
not warehouse shelters, that are decent abodes for the homeless to live and rebuild their 
futures. 

e Bottom line: A decent life with dignity for Unhoused San Franciscans of all backgrounds. 


As our Amicus Brief lays out, without such civic leadership the inevitable result of a Supreme Court 
decision overturning Boise Ruling will be a nightmare scenario for San Francisco and the entire nation: 


Without the national constitutional standard now provided by the Boise ruling any city or state in the 
United States can criminalize the simple reality of being poor and homeless and therefore sleeping in a 
public space. Despite all the rhetoric espousing "compassion" many American cities will do exactly that. 
Given the harsh truth our cities with their limited financial resources can never possibly afford to 
provide enough shelters for this Nation's 800,0000 unhoused as an alternative to incarceration, the 
inevitable outcome must be mass internment camps for the unhoused akin to the refugee camps of the 
third world. Technically, the homeless will always be "able to leave" except - practically there will be no 
other place, no other city or county or state for them to go to where they can just live legally. 


For San Francisco, this dystopian outcome of Boise's repeal will become an ever-growing "resettlement 
camp," or whatever euphemistic name is adopted, for several thousand at the city's County Jail property 
in San Bruno. For Oakland and other East Bay cities, the Alameda County internment camp will likely be 
sited on the grounds of its Santa Rita county jail. 


So within a decade the United States will slip into a national nightmare with a substantial fraction of its 
population subsisting as a serially interned nomadic underclass, without any hope, even less a future or 
a home. It is up to you to lead the our City to prevent that, now.

Thanks for looping me into this conversation. As l'm sure you are all aware, my team and | are busy 
preparing for the upcoming onslaught of eviction cases which could begin as soon as February 1st. 
This will mean that nuisance evictions will no longer be the only type of evictions proceeding through 
SF Superior Court as the state allows nonpayment cases to be filed and served for the first time 


since March 2020. 


| think that an eviction prevention table once a week in the TL would be a great asset for tenants. 
However, our office has only recently started exploring the possibility of the clinic's return to the 
office to help clients respond to their unlawful detainer complaints. Our services will be completely 
stretched to the brink when the wave of nonpayment evictions hits, so we will need all hands on 


deck to help tenants file their responses. 


While the legal clinic is the main access point for legal services for tenants named in Unlawful 
Detainer actions, we are not the best place to go for advocacy nor advice for tenants as none of my 


team and | are attorneys. | would suggest that the community hub find a tenant counselling 


organization (CCSROC, HRC or SFTU) that is familiar with our services and would also be able to 


offer counselling to tenants who visit the table. This way the EDC can concentrate their resources on 


keeping the Right to Counsel referral system humming steadily along.

| haven't heard back from EDC. Abe and | spoke at the beginning of the pandemic as we all worked 
on making Mayor Breed's eviction moratorium more tenant friendly (especially with SRO tenants 


being sheltered in place without fax machines and remote communication technology). 


Abe and EDC were featured in the Examiner when they began to realize that non-profit supportive 
housing orgs were getting around covid eviction protections by labeling clients as 'nuisances' (a 
category not protected by the pandemic moratorium. | have been beating this drum ever since. Abe 


indicated that advocating against nuisance evictions was 'above his pay-grade.' 


To answer your second question: 


Newly housed, formerly homeless people are at a vulnerable transition as they get used to the rules 
of indoor communal living in crowded SRO hotel settings. Lots of rules all of a sudden. Where loud 
music at all hours might have been cool in GG park (and smoking / shooting chemicals in the shared 
bathroom), their first year of living amonst others can really be a challenge. They are suddenly 
‘wrapped around' with services that are entirely optional. Not trusting the world (including case 


managers) is common. Afterall, society and family left most of them behind years previously. 


So | would say that immigrants and the newly housed formerly homeless would be the logical target 


audience for potential eviction prevention resources at the TL hub/oasis). 


| hope I've answered your questions. Keep in mind that supportive housing non-profits will be 
against the idea of preventing nuisance evictions. Their poorly paid case management staff do not 
generally have LCSW or other advanced degrees. If a client needs focused, daily support they may 
just be ignored or labeled as 'problematic.' Grace Wong at THC is a complete rock star. She's a 
great insider person to bounce’ these kinds of innovative ideas off of

Honorable Supervisors: 


Our community is writing today to state that we oppose the project at 469 Stevenson and support the appeal being brought forth by 
the Yerba Buena Neighborhood Consortium. 


This 27 story 400 unit market-rate project, if approved, will drive the Gentrification of SOMA’s Sixth Street Community — the last 
SOMA low-income neighborhood left today — beyond the point of no return, and will have ripple effects for other low income 
neighborhoods struggling to survive. But alternatively, this is the most important and promising potential affordable housing site in 
SOMA. 


Simultaneously, the would-be developer of 469 Stevenson, Build Inc., is asking the City to approve cramming more/smaller studio 
apartments into its already-approved One Oak Street 37-story tall market housing project at Van Ness and Market Streets. 


Build Inc. has suggested it would partly mitigate the impacts of the 469 Stevenson project by buying a small residential hotel on Turk 
Street in the Tenderloin and giving it to some nonprofit group for low-income housing. But that is pitifully inadequate numerically 
and will do nothing at all to protect our Sixth Street Community from Gentrification. 


And the Gentrification threat for Sixth Street is already very real. The 5M project on Fifth Street will be completed this year, 
including its new market-rate housing. If another big market-rate project is approved on this same block as proposed by 469 
Stevenson, that would put all other existing housing nearby at risk of being purchased by “investors” to be ‘flipped’ into up-market 
Tech housing. 


For example, the predominantly Filipino-American 200+ unit Mint Mall apartment building located in between 5M and 469 
Stevenson would immediately become a prime target for such a “reno-viction” project that could displace ALL its existing tenants — 
legally. 


Likewise, the 200+ room Chronicle Hotel SRO on this block of Mission Street that has shamefully remained closed and empty for the 
last 20+ years would become another prime target for a Tech group housing/dorm buyout, instead of becoming an affordable SRO 
for our Unhoused as it always should have been. 


This does not have to happen. 


Instead Build Inc. can deed the 469 Stevenson site to the City for future affordable housing construction and receive a full credit for 
its land cost to apply towards the affordable housing fees that will be required for the much bigger One Oak Street project. This has 
been done before for by other developers for other SOMA projects. The 469 Stevenson parking lot could then instead become 100% 
affordable housing for the future of our Sixth Street Community. And its ground floors could provide much needed space for 
community programs for all the residents of Sixth Street. 


The community has worked and fought to assure a stable future for the thousands of residents of the Sixth Street Community since 
it was hit hard by the Loma Prieta Earthquake in 1989. In that effort, TODCO spearheaded the City’s Sixth Earthquake Recovery 
Redevelopment Project that resulted in a dozen affordable housing developments there, and community facilities like the Bayanihan 
Center, Bindlestiff Theater, and the South of Market Health Center. But the future of our Sixth Street Community has never been 
more at risk to ‘market forces,’ and that is what is at stake, here and now. We are determined to protect it. 


This is why we collectively support the appeal of the Planning Commission’s approval of the 469 Stevenson project’s Environmental 
Impact Report to the City’s Board of Supervisors. The EIR is badly flawed legally, as outlined by Legal Counsel Susan Brandt-Hawley. 
Build’s proposal is the Wrong Project, in the Wrong Place, at the Wrong Time.

As you may recall i was a member of the first TAC that drafted the current IH ordinance in 2017-18 and 
much engaged in the approved (68%) 2016 Proposition C ballot measure that lead to it. i'm unable to 
participate in the current second TAC process to consider updating the IH ordinance.

Honorable Members of the Board of Supervisors, 


BAFCA (Build Affordable Faster CA) is writing to urge the San Francisco Board of Supervisors to pass 
Resolution #210549 “Supporting California State Assembly Bill No. 528 (Wicks) — Abandoned Lots and 
Properties into Opportunity Act.” AB 528 (Wicks) will remove blighted properties from neighborhoods, 
give affordable housing developers an opportunity to build in more places, and remove tax delinquent 
properties from the County ledger. We believe that by investing and maintaining the affordability of 
housing, we protect our long-standing communities from gentrification and displacement. 


Build Affordable Faster California (BAFCA) is a regional and state advocacy and action project of the 
Tenants and Owners Development Corporation (TODCO), a nonprofit community-based community 
development corporation in San Francisco’s South of Market Neighborhood (SoMa) since 1971. We 
are committed to supporting legislation locally and statewide that creates pathways to more affordable 
housing and strengthens the safety net which supports the health, safety and well being of all 
Californians. 


The COVID-19 pandemic continues to cripple our state, drive unemployment, and push renters closer 
to the brink of homelessness. It is critical that we keep tenants housed, homeowners out of collapse, 
and in the event that a second home falls into tax delinquency, that those properties be converted into 
affordable housing while keeping existing tenants housed. 


Currently, California law gives non-profit affordable housing developers and public agencies the first 
option to purchase tax defaulted properties three years after tax delinquency through the Chapter 8 Tax 
Defaulted Property sale. However, this process is extremely underutilized as only 55 tax delinquent 
properties statewide have been repurposed as affordable housing over the past 10 years. 


AB 528, the Abandoned Lots and Properties into Opportunity Act, removes blighted properties from 
neighborhoods, turns abandoned homes into affordable housing, gives non-profits access to affordable 
properties to develop, and removes tax delinquent properties from the County ledgers, all while keeping 
existing tenants housed. 


AB 528 will modernize and update the existing and cumbersome Chapter 8 process by: 

e Increasing the length of required affordability from 30 years to 55 years; 

e Incentivizing cities and county tax collectors to work together and with non-profit 
affordable housing developers to incentivize blighted properties to be converted to 
affordable housing; 

e Giving tenants an opportunity to purchase the property first before it goes into tax sale 
and guaranteeing tenants replacement units at rents or sales prices affordable to them if 
the property is redeveloped as affordable housing; 

Requiring a timely application process; 
Creating a statewide list of available properties for affordable housing preservation and 
development; and 

e Directing the State Controller's Office to work with Counties to develop a standardized 
process.

Honorable Supervisors: 


Our community is writing today to state that we oppose the project at 469 Stevenson and support the appeal being brought forth by 
the Yerba Buena Neighborhood Consortium. 


This 27 story 400 unit market-rate project, if approved, will drive the Gentrification of SOMA’s Sixth Street Community — the last 
SOMA low-income neighborhood left today — beyond the point of no return, and will have ripple effects for other low income 
neighborhoods struggling to survive. But alternatively, this is the most important and promising potential affordable housing site in 
SOMA. 


Simultaneously, the would-be developer of 469 Stevenson, Build Inc., is asking the City to approve cramming more/smaller studio 
apartments into its already-approved One Oak Street 37-story tall market housing project at Van Ness and Market Streets. 


Build Inc. has suggested it would partly mitigate the impacts of the 469 Stevenson project by buying a small residential hotel on Turk 
Street in the Tenderloin and giving it to some nonprofit group for low-income housing. But that is pitifully inadequate numerically 
and will do nothing at all to protect our Sixth Street Community from Gentrification. 


And the Gentrification threat for Sixth Street is already very real. The 5M project on Fifth Street will be completed this year, 
including its new market-rate housing. If another big market-rate project is approved on this same block as proposed by 469 
Stevenson, that would put all other existing housing nearby at risk of being purchased by “investors” to be ‘flipped’ into up-market 
Tech housing. 


For example, the predominantly Filipino-American 200+ unit Mint Mall apartment building located in between 5M and 469 
Stevenson would immediately become a prime target for such a “reno-viction” project that could displace ALL its existing tenants — 
legally. 


Likewise, the 200+ room Chronicle Hotel SRO on this block of Mission Street that has shamefully remained closed and empty for the 
last 20+ years would become another prime target for a Tech group housing/dorm buyout, instead of becoming an affordable SRO 
for our Unhoused as it always should have been. 


This does not have to happen. 


Instead Build Inc. can deed the 469 Stevenson site to the City for future affordable housing construction and receive a full credit for 
its land cost to apply towards the affordable housing fees that will be required for the much bigger One Oak Street project. This has 
been done before for by other developers for other SOMA projects. The 469 Stevenson parking lot could then instead become 100% 
affordable housing for the future of our Sixth Street Community. And its ground floors could provide much needed space for 
community programs for all the residents of Sixth Street. 


The community has worked and fought to assure a stable future for the thousands of residents of the Sixth Street Community since 
it was hit hard by the Loma Prieta Earthquake in 1989. In that effort, TODCO spearheaded the City’s Sixth Earthquake Recovery 
Redevelopment Project that resulted in a dozen affordable housing developments there, and community facilities like the Bayanihan 
Center, Bindlestiff Theater, and the South of Market Health Center. But the future of our Sixth Street Community has never been 
more at risk to ‘market forces,’ and that is what is at stake, here and now. We are determined to protect it. 


This is why we collectively support the appeal of the Planning Commission’s approval of the 469 Stevenson project’s Environmental 
Impact Report to the City’s Board of Supervisors. The EIR is badly flawed legally, as outlined by Legal Counsel Susan Brandt-Hawley. 
Build’s proposal is the Wrong Project, in the Wrong Place, at the Wrong Time.

So making existing low-income residents’ buildings in the Sixth Street neighborhood more valuable by 
putting more Market housing right next to them will greatly increase the economic incentive for their 
private owners to take them “up-market” via renovations and then replacement of their existing BIPOC 
and Filipino-American tenants with new young Tech and professionals who can pay much higher rents. 


This has already happened to several residential hotels in the Mission district. It is legal, city 
regulations do not prevent it. There are at least a half-dozen master-leased SRO’s on and near Sixth 
Street that could be ‘flipped’ like this when those leases expire in a few years. The City has no option to 
buy them! 


And the Fil-Am Community's Mint Mall building will be a prime target, because it is located right next 
to the 5M project on Mission Street, just across Jessie Alley from the Stevenson site. There is no City 
program now that can assist its private owner to keep it affordable. Rent control is not enough for the 
long term.

Dr. Havlir - 

Thank you again for your time today. 

To recap: 

We're looking to replicate the community-led model that UCSF is (in partnership with the 
Latinx Task Force) using to map out clusters and indicators of COVID-19 in the Mission. 
Everything from food distribution to senior support to commercial rent relief is frankly already 


being led by the community stakeholders in Chinatown. Their COVID-19 response has largely 
relied on culturally competent CBO staffing, re-purposing volunteer labor from the small 
business community and education by and through trusted community spokespeople through 
the Chinese press and CBO networks. 

Here are some top level data points that we hope will inform a potential menu of options for 
us to present to the community and devise a Chinatown plan together. 

For all intensive purposes, | think we are trying to start with a testing proposal for the 
"Chinatown Core" which is a part of what the community and academics refer to as the larger 
"Greater Chinatown" which generally includes the surrounding neighborhoods, North Beach 
(“Chinatown North”) and Polk Gulch. 

The Chinatown core is a 24 block - 30 block radius, depending on which slivers you include, 
but roughly bounded by Broadway to the North, Columbus/Montgomery to the East, Bush 
Street to the South and Mason Street to the West. 

Chinatown Core consists of Census Tracts 113 and 118. (The rest of Greater Chinatown, Chinatown 
North is defined by tracts 106, 107 and 108; and the Polk Gulch area consists of tracts 109, 110 and 
111) 

The population of the Chinatown core is roughly 15,000 - 18,000 people, at least 17% of which 
are over the age of 65. The residential density is roughly 85,000 per square mile, very dense in 
the SRO's. Approximately fifty percent of the housing in Chinatown are Single 
Resident Occupancy (SRO) Hotels, with a third of that housing being owned by 
private non-profit Family Associations, generally under the umbrella of the Chinese 
Consolidated Benevolent Association. We have been working with them to get out 
the guidance on cleaning standards, but there is general confusion in the 


community over DPH's role in ensuring the health and safety of residents. 


The majority of the Chinatown immigrant community speaks Cantonese, though 
some watch news in Mandarin.

The community groups that we rely on for coordination with our seniors and 


immigrant families and would have to assemble to vet a proposal: 

e Chinatown Community Development Center - They are the heart & soul of organizing 
in Chinatown. They manage 100% multi-family affordable housing projects, the public 
housing projects in the core of Chinatown (the Ping Yuen public housing projects) and 
even some SRO hotels. They also staff the largest tenant organization in the City, the 
Community Tenants Association, over a thousand monlingual Chinese seniors. CCDC 
also staffs a local transit equity advocacy group called Chinatown TRIP and the open 
space and parks group Chinatown Better Parks & Rec Committee. 

e Community Tenants Association - Mr. Leung is the President of this powerful tenant 


organization, and they've been checking in with their membership via phone wellness 
checks. 

e Self-Help for the Elderly - This is a very well-established senior services CBO led by the 
incomparable Anni Chung. They manage a senior home (Lady Shaw) and a senior center. 
They are currently running three meal delivery sites for seniors with all volunteers to 
deliver 1,800 meals a day to seniors. 

e Community Youth Center - CYC is the younth and family CBO that not only does 
workforce programming to provide teens with jobs cleaning alleyways, but staffs the 
after school programs at local community hub sites, and have access to them through 
either SFUSD or Rec & Park - they would be good site manager partners 

e Chinese Consolidated Benevolent Association (CCBA) - The umbrella organization for 
the family associations which are essentially civic and cultural non-profits that provide 
scholarships and mutual aid to the community - they manage about 1/3 of the SRO's in 
Chinatown (maybe 100 buildings?) and have deep connections in the community 

e Chinese Hospital Association - Supervisor Peskin has a very good relationship with Dr. 
Zhang, the CEO, and they have really stepped up to provide culturally competent 
healthcare for residents that we've referred there 

e Rec & Park, Portsmouth Square Garage Board of Directors - helpful with site control of 
larger outdoor spaces (NEMS already has a drive-thru by appt testing site in the SFMTA 
North Beach garage, which is right over the border of the Chinatown core on Vallejo 
street) 

As for a proposal, we discussed several things on the phone today: 

e Cost - | know you're roughly testing about 6,000 in the Mission based on the densest census 
tract with the most Latinos... Is that a cost issue? Would we be able to test 15,000 people if 
we did some additional fundraising? Would we just need to fundraise for the supplies that are 
the most scarce (we originally heard reagents but now are hearing it's the collection 
kits/flexible swabs) Chinese Hospital says that they don't have enough kits but that they have 
enough PPE to administer the tests and trained staff 

e Type of tests - Does it make a difference in cost and accessibility and longterm data goals if 
we change the type of test? What are the pros and cons of each? Or a mix? 


o PCR/Direct testing which looks for the RNA virus (oral/nasal swab --> labs) - 
positive test is very helpful 

o Viral serology testing which isn't intended to diagnose anybody with COVID19. 
DPH has said that there are four manufacturers who have been approved for this 
and that it's helpful to City's understanding of next steps beyond shelter in place 
and targeted populations response 


e Skillsets of organizers - CCDC has some of the best community organizers in the city, and they 
are proficient in line organizing, calling tenants and setting up appointments, most of the staff 
in the organizing unit are bif-luent, and have deep relationships in the community and 
understand the different building typologies and demographics in neighborhood. | do think 
we will need to rely on them for help with the pre-registration program or some iteration of 
it, given that most of the seniors don't have email and some don't even have phones.

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INTEREST OF AMICUS CURIAE 


Amicus Curiae Advocates for Empowerment CA 
(“Amicus”) is the public policy advocacy affiliate of 
Tenants and Owners Development Corporation 
(“TODCO”), a San Francisco based nonprofit.* TODCO 
was founded in 1971 by the low-income residents of 
San Francisco’s Yerba Buena Redevelopment Area to 
oppose and remedy their forced displacement and the 
permanent destruction of their “skid row” homes due 
to the City of San Francisco’s approved redevelopment 
program. For the 53 years since, it has advocated for 
low-income communities. It has also built over 1,000 
units of affordable housing for those residents. This 
housing now includes more than 200 units reserved for 
homeless persons in San Francisco. 


Amicus files this brief to protect its interests and 
those of its tenant-residents. As the owner and respon- 
sible operator of eight residences in the South of Mar- 
ket neighborhood, TODCO is familiar with the 
everyday realities of homelessness in San Francisco. It 
is determined to resolve the complex issues that sur- 
round homelessness in a manner that both assures a 
decent life for homeless persons and protects the qual- 
ity of life in San Francisco.

bution intended to fund the preparation or submission of this 
brief. 
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Amicus joins Respondents and the Amici that sup- 
port them in urging the Court to uphold the amended 
opinion in Johnson v. City of Grants Pass, 72 F.4th 868 
(9th Cir. 2023). That opinion correctly found that the 
Cruel and Unusual Punishments Clause of the Eighth 
Amendment does not permit a city to punish homeless 
people who have nowhere else to go for resting or sleep- 
ing with a blanket anywhere in public at any time. 
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SUMMARY OF ARGUMENT 


The majority opinion in Johnson held only that a 
jurisdiction cannot criminalize the act of sleeping or 
resting in public in a location with bedding material by 
individuals who are involuntarily homeless. Johnson 
was rightly decided under applicable precedent. It pro- 
vides an important check on governmental action that 
is neither complicated nor onerous: a city violates the 
Eighth Amendment when it enforces such ordinances 
against homeless persons who have no other place in 
the city to go. 


Johnson did not cause the epidemic of homeless- 
ness in the western United States. That argument ig- 
nores both skyrocketing real estate prices and the 
fallout of the COVID-19 pandemic. It also ignores the 
fact that over the past five years homelessness has in- 
creased throughout the United States, including in cit- 
les that are outside of the Ninth Circuit and therefore 
not bound by Johnson.

If this Court overturns Johnson, the practical re- 
sult will be that any city or state in the country can 
criminalize the basic human acts of sleeping and rest- 
ing when one is poor and unhoused and has no alter- 
native but to do so in a public space. Despite rhetoric 
espousing “compassion”, many American cities will 
then do exactly that: they will enact statutes making 
it illegal to sleep or rest on public property. Even those 
cities that do not want to pass such legislation will be 
pressured to do so or be faced with an influx of home- 
less persons from other jurisdictions who are fleeing 
such laws. 


It is already illegal for homeless persons to sleep 
or rest on private property. Therefore, in places like 
Grants Pass, which have inadequate (or zero) shelter 
beds, there will be nowhere for unhoused persons to 
sleep unless the city provides them some form of shel- 
ter. 


However, the harsh reality is that American cities 
have limited financial resources and can never possi- 
bly afford to provide enough shelter for this nation's 
800,0000 unhoused. All people must sleep. Therefore, 
unhoused persons will be forced to break the law by 
sleeping in public, which will then result in their incar- 
ceration. 


Because jails and prisons are already full, the in- 
evitable outcome will be mass internment camps for 
the unhoused, akin to refugee camps that currently ex- 
ist in other countries: 


Refugee camp in Turkey 


And while technically, the homeless will be “able 
to leave” these camps, as a practical matter there will 
be no other city or county or state for them to go to 
where they can sleep and exist legally. For the San 
Francisco Bay Area, the dystopian outcome that will 
likely follow the repeal of Johnson is thus an ever- 
growing series of “resettlement camps", or whatever 
euphemistic name is adopted, at county properties 
such as the San Bruno and Santa Rita jails. 


Within a short period of time, California and other 
western states will thus slide into an unending night- 
mare, with a substantial fraction of their population 
subsisting as a serially interned nomadic underclass 
without any hope, and with even less of a future or a 
home. Other states will presumably follow suit, 
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resulting in what will amount to a nationwide ban on 
homeless persons.? This ban will apply equally to our 
seniors, disabled persons, and the un- or under-em- 
ployed. 


ARGUMENT 
I. Johnson was rightly decided. 


Amicus joins the arguments made by Respondents 
and numerous Amici, including the United States, that 
in Johnson v. City of Grants Pass, 72 F.4th 868 (9th Cir. 
2023), cert. granted sub nom. City of Grants Pass, Ore- 
gon v. Johnson, 144 S. Ct. 679 (2024), the Ninth Circuit 
correctly held that the Eighth Amendment prohibits a 
local government from criminalizing the status of 
homelessness by effectively barring individuals with- 
out access to shelter from residing in the jurisdiction.’ 


This is because Robinson v. California, 370 U.S. 
660 (1962) holds that punishing someone for living 
with a status violates the Punishments Clause. 


2 See Brief of the United States as Amicus Curiae at 27 (“[Ilf 
every jurisdiction in the Nation adopted ordinances like those at 
issue here, there would be nowhere for people without homes to 
lawfully reside.”).

Therefore, under Robinson, punishing a person for 
having the status of being involuntarily homeless 
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would violate the Eighth Amendment. 


Furthermore, punishing a person who is involun- 
tarily homeless for sleeping in a place where any type 
of bedding material is found is the equivalent of pun- 
ishing them for their status of being homeless for the 


following reasons: 


1. 


However, Johnson is limited in scope. It does not 
stand for the proposition that homeless people can 
sleep wherever and whenever they wish. To the con- 
trary, the majority opinion is clear that where there is 


All human beings must sleep in order to 
survive. 


Involuntarily homeless persons (meaning 
people who have no available shelter) 
must sleep outdoors. 


In order to sleep outdoors in a locale such 
as Grants Pass, one must have some type 
of bedding such as a blanket or other type 
of covering. 


Therefore, criminalizing the act of sleep- 
ing outdoors with some type of bedding is 
effectively criminalizing the act of sleep- 
ing outdoors. 


Because involuntarily homeless persons 
must sleep outdoors, criminalizing the act 
of sleeping outdoors is effectively the 
same thing as criminalizing the status of 
being involuntarily homeless. 
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shelter available, a city can prohibit sleeping in public 
areas. 


Johnson thus creates a win-win-win situation. It 
protects the people who are involuntarily homeless 
from being criminalized due to their status. It encour- 
ages cities and other jurisdictions to create facilities to 
house the homeless. And it encourages homeless per- 
sons to make use of those facilities when they are 
available. 


For these reasons, this Court should not overturn 
Johnson. If it does, cities will be able to imprison home- 
less people for sleeping outside when there is no other 
place for them to sleep. That will only add to the chal- 
lenges these individuals face and make it harder for 
them to escape poverty and homelessness. 


Furthermore, the foreseeable consequence of over- 
turning Johnson will be that homeless people are 
forced to move out of the jurisdictions with the most 
draconian laws. However, in order to survive they will 
have to go somewhere. In all likelihood, they will move 
to cities that are perceived to be more friendly to the 
homeless, such as those in the San Francisco Bay Area. 
Those cities will then have to enact their own set of 
draconian laws. This will result in a race to the bottom, 
compelling cities to criminalize sleeping in public 
spaces and forcing the involuntary homeless to shuffle 
from one increasingly hostile locality to another. 
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A. The holding in Johnson is narrow and 
limited. 


Petitioner and many of the Amici who support it 
exaggerate the scope of the holding in Johnson. In fact, 
the holding of the case is quite narrow. The majority 
opinion allows cities and other jurisdictions to address 
homelessness as they deem fit, with one exception: 
they cannot punish an individual for the act of sleeping 
in public when that individual is involuntarily home- 
less. See 72 F.4th 868, 915 (“Jurisdictions remain free 
to address the complex policy issues regarding home- 
lessness in the way those jurisdictions deem fit, subject 
to the single restriction that involuntarily homeless 
persons must have ‘somewhere’ to sleep and take rudi- 
mentary precautions (bedding) against the ele- 
ments.”). 


However, as the majority opinion takes great 
pains to clarify, where a homeless person refuses a spe- 
cific offer of shelter elsewhere, that individual may be 
punished for sleeping in public. /d., at 915 (“And em- 
phatically, when an involuntarily homeless person re- 
fuses a specific offer of shelter elsewhere, that 
individual may be punished for sleeping in public.”). 


Furthermore, as the majority opinion has clarified, 
Johnson does not mandate a jurisdiction-wide inquiry 
regarding the availability of shelter. Jd. Rather, the in- 
quiry focuses on the homeless person at issue: Has that 
person been provided with a specific offer of shelter? If 
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so, they are not “involuntarily homeless” and the hold- 
ing in Johnson does not apply to them.* Id. at 917. 


Finally, Johnson does not provide that people who 
are involuntarily homeless can sleep wherever and 
whenever they wish. Id. at 915. Nor does Johnson place 
any limitation on cities’ ability to address public uri- 
nation and defecation. Jd. at 917. The majority opinion 
is also careful to point out that it does not address a 
regime of purely civil infractions. Jd. at 896. 


II. Johnson did not cause the homelessness 
epidemic and overturning it would make 
matters significantly worse. 


Petitioner and many of its Amici either argue or 
imply that Johnson (and/or Martin v. City of Boise, 920 
F.3d 584 (9th Cir. 2019) is to blame for the increased 
homelessness in the western United States. They mar- 
shal images and stories in support of this argument 
that are chosen to shock the reader. But Petitioner and 
its Amici fail to demonstrate that Johnson and Martin 
caused the homelessness epidemic. And they do not 
show how overturning Johnson would do anything to 
alleviate it. 


1 Pursuant to this holding, a jurisdiction-wide inquiry would 
be relevant where, as in Johnson, a city had “zero shelter beds 
available on almost every night of the year.” 72 F.4th at 916. Un- 
der those circumstances, the jurisdiction-wide inquiry would 
show that a city could not have made good faith offers of shelter 
to homeless individuals as no such shelter existed. 
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As a preliminary matter, the argument that John- 
son and Martin are somehow to blame for the in- 
creased homelessness in the western United States 
over the past five years is without merit. That argu- 
ment ignores both the skyrocketing real estate prices 
during that time period and the fallout of the COVID- 
19 pandemic.” 


The attempt to blame Johnson and Martin also ig- 
nores the fact that homelessness has increased 
throughout the United States, including in cities that 
are outside of the Ninth Circuit and therefore not 
bound by Johnson or Martin.* It also ignores the high 
rates of homelessness in states as disparate as North 
and South Dakota, Oklahoma, Florida, and Vermont. 
(2023 AHAR, 18.) 


Indeed, according to the Project Director for the 
Department of Housing and Urban Development's 
Annual Homeless Assessment Report, the three main 
issues driving homelessness in California are “unaf- 
fordable housing, stagnated incomes and systemic rac- 
ism.” The holdings in Johnson or Martin are notably

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absent from that list, and there is simply no evidence 
beyond mere anecdotes to support any attempt to pin 
the blame on the increase in homelessness on those 
cases. 


Furthermore, Petitioner and its Amici fail to con- 
sider what the likely consequences of overturning 
Johnson would be. Those likely consequences are as 
follows: 


First, the cities, counties, and states that agree 
with the approach taken by Grants Pass would enact 
or amend statutes that criminalized sleeping in public. 
They would then enforce those laws. 


Residents of those jurisdictions who were involun- 
tarily homeless would then have to choose between es- 
calating punishments culminating in incarceration 
and moving to a jurisdiction that did not have such 
laws. Those jurisdictions, many of which, like San 
Francisco, San Jose, and Oakland, already have sizea- 
ble unhoused populations, would then have to choose 
between being utterly overwhelmed by additional un- 
housed persons and enacting their own versions of the 
same laws. 


The predictable result of overturning Johnson 
would thus be a race to the draconian bottom that 
would undo any progress made over the past few years. 
Homeless persons would be forced to shuffle from one 
city to the next in search of a place that did not

President Diamond and Members of the Planning Commission, 


We are requesting a continuance of item 2023-011615CUA regarding the 469 Stevenson CUA for a 


five year extension of the parking lot use. More time must be given for all relevant parties to come 


together to discuss the future of this site given this request. 


The 469 Stevenson residential project submitted by Build Inc was approved in April 2023 by the 
Planning Commission. The current request for a CUA extension of the use of the site as a parking 
lot, submitted by the owner of the site, reveals that there is no projected timeline or plan for the 
actual development of the site as housing by the site owner or the developer Build Inc given lack of 


financing. 


We ask that the City seriously study and consider purchasing this site from the current owner for the 
purpose of developing 100% affordable housing. Given the affordability targets in our Housing 
Element goals, the City should take advantage of current market conditions, and prevent the owner 
and developer from the continued use of this land as a parking lot. The strongest supporters of the 
469 Stevenson market-rate project expressed that this site must not sit as a parking lot. With the 


likelihood of a regional bond measure, now is the time for the City to acquire the site. 


This CUA request also highlights the actual force behind market-rate housing development (and 
stalled projects) - finance capital, profit motive, and the return on investment for investors. The 469 
Stevenson CEQA appeal did not stall this project, its financing issues did. This is further shown by 
Build Inc?s attempt to sell their One Oak site in 2018 due to financing issues, and the eventual 
surrendering of the property to their lender in 2023. This is happening at the same time that there 
are attempts at the state level to undermine and remove CEQA review for development in San 


Francisco (such as SB1227). 


We ask the Commission to continue this item in order to allow for a serious discussion of the future 


of this site, its relation to our Housing Element goals, and debate about the merits of the site's 


continued use as a parking lot.

Honorable Members of the Board of Supervisors, 


BAFCA (Build Affordable Faster CA) is writing to urge the San Francisco Board of Supervisors to pass 
Resolution #210549 “Supporting California State Assembly Bill No. 528 (Wicks) — Abandoned Lots and 
Properties into Opportunity Act.” AB 528 (Wicks) will remove blighted properties from neighborhoods, 
give affordable housing developers an opportunity to build in more places, and remove tax delinquent 
properties from the County ledger. We believe that by investing and maintaining the affordability of 
housing, we protect our long-standing communities from gentrification and displacement. 


Build Affordable Faster California (BAFCA) is a regional and state advocacy and action project of the 
Tenants and Owners Development Corporation (TODCO), a nonprofit community-based community 
development corporation in San Francisco’s South of Market Neighborhood (SoMa) since 1971. We 
are committed to supporting legislation locally and statewide that creates pathways to more affordable 
housing and strengthens the safety net which supports the health, safety and well being of all 
Californians. 


The COVID-19 pandemic continues to cripple our state, drive unemployment, and push renters closer 
to the brink of homelessness. It is critical that we keep tenants housed, homeowners out of collapse, 
and in the event that a second home falls into tax delinquency, that those properties be converted into 
affordable housing while keeping existing tenants housed. 


Currently, California law gives non-profit affordable housing developers and public agencies the first 
option to purchase tax defaulted properties three years after tax delinquency through the Chapter 8 Tax 
Defaulted Property sale. However, this process is extremely underutilized as only 55 tax delinquent 
properties statewide have been repurposed as affordable housing over the past 10 years. 


AB 528, the Abandoned Lots and Properties into Opportunity Act, removes blighted properties from 
neighborhoods, turns abandoned homes into affordable housing, gives non-profits access to affordable 
properties to develop, and removes tax delinquent properties from the County ledgers, all while keeping 
existing tenants housed. 


AB 528 will modernize and update the existing and cumbersome Chapter 8 process by: 

e Increasing the length of required affordability from 30 years to 55 years; 

e Incentivizing cities and county tax collectors to work together and with non-profit 
affordable housing developers to incentivize blighted properties to be converted to 
affordable housing; 

e Giving tenants an opportunity to purchase the property first before it goes into tax sale 
and guaranteeing tenants replacement units at rents or sales prices affordable to them if 
the property is redeveloped as affordable housing; 

Requiring a timely application process; 
Creating a statewide list of available properties for affordable housing preservation and 
development; and 

e Directing the State Controller's Office to work with Counties to develop a standardized 
process. 


We urge you to pass Resolution #210549 and support AB 528 (Wicks) which will create hundreds, if not 
thousands, of affordable housing opportunities throughout the state, while strengthening 


neighborhoods, municipal budgets, and non-profit organizations.
